GIVES NAME AS CALDERWOOD

Sheriff <). P. Erickson has succeeded 
in capturing one of the men who was 
implicated in the holdup and robbery 
at Merrifield on a Saturday evening not 
long ago, when E. Niles' store w aaenter­ 
ed and at the p>oint of a gun Mr. Niles 
was ordered to shell out all the ready 
cash he had on hand. 
The sheriff returned to Brainerd yes­ 
terday afternoon with a man by the 
name of O. Caldoroveitz, who was cap 
tured by the police in St. Paul a few 
nights ago. This man has been identi­ 
fied as one of the men who committed 
the depredations in this part of the state 
and made several attempts in other 
parts of the state. 
Prom Merrifield the 
men went to Jenkins where an attem pt 
was made to rob a store, but they were 
foiled in the attem pt and then turned 
their faces toward Brainerd. 
They are 
said to have arrived in Brainerd in the 
evening and stopped at the East Hotel. 
From here they are said to have go n e 
east’on the N. P. and they are known to 
have held up one or two men en route. 
They were tracked nearly to Grand 
Kapids by Sheriff Erickson, but finally 
made their escape in the woods. 
The next heart! of the two men, at 
least the authorities were led to believe 
that they were the two men from the 
descriptions, was at Shakopee where a 
large store was robbed and a large 
amount of money and merchandise was 
taken.
